His spaed quality was best shown in 
the Great Eastern, which he won under 135 
pounds over the Futurity course in 1 :1CJ^ ; the 
second Double Event, 129 pounds, over the Fu- 
turity course in 1:111^; the Great Trial, 122 
pounds, on a heavy track, Futurity course, in 
1 : 121 ^. 

John Madden, who owns Hamburg, isn't a 
sentimentalist. Yet the colt is not for sale. No 
wonder. From his racing one gathers tbe idea 
that Hamburg is of tbe sturdy, cut -and-come- 
again kind. He is likely to train on and racing 
threatens to be healthier than it has been. 

It is to be deplored that there isn’t a Dobbins 
or a Senator Grady to try out the Domino of 
1897. The absence of stanch opponents, how- 
ever, does not take away the speed and general 
quality of Hamburg, who is easily the star two- 
year-old of the year.
